Assault Continues

LONDON, March 14.—The heavy thunder of distant ex- 
plosions from well inland in France behind Calais today 
signalled the continuance of the air assault on Hitler’s west- 
ern bastion by Allied warplanes whose motors hummed 
persistently high over the Dover coast in daylight relays. 


In 20 minutes a dozen explosions 
were so powerful that they rattled 
doors and windows at Deal, and 
other sounds believed to be bomb 
blasts and gunfire across the 
Channel continued for some time. 

Several fighter formations were 
seen returning from the east as 
the aerial offensive resumed after 
an overnight lull. 

Hit-back forays by Focke-Wulf

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Lend-Lease 
On the second anniversary of the lend-lease 
system of co-operation vetween this nation 
President Roosevelt signed a 
lend-lease for another 


and our allies, 
bill which extends 
twelve-month period. 

The measure had passed the senate by a 
vote of 82 to 0. In the house the vote was 407 
to 6. Thus, almost unanimously, the congress 
had endorsed an essential war policy, a policy 
which makes possible unified action of the 
fighting United Nations, a policy without which 
we should be dissipating our war effort in 
small and defeat-inviting individualism. 

In evaluating lend-lease and what it has 
done to further the cause of victory, it should 
always be remembered that it is a two-way 
program. Under it not only does this nation 
furnish materiel of war to our allies, but those 
same allies furnish us with supplies we need. 

In Australia, for instance, our troops are 
housed, fed and generally provided for by 
the Australian authorities, without calling on 
us at home to divert the large amounts of 
shipping space which would be needed if we 
had to ship everything there. 

Britain furnishes almost all the needs of 
our men in that land and, in most instances, 
does not even bother to keep an accounting. 
Britain, too, by the war orders it placed in 
this country before Pearl Harbor, did much to 
get our industry in condition for the demands 
of war, in advance of our own participation. 
For instance, it is authoritatively stated that 
the Kaiser shipbuilding yards in C®@lifornia 
would never have been able to achieve the 
miragulous record they have, in production 
of Liberty ships, if it were not for the prewar 
organization they had achieved to meet con- 
tracts for ships made with the British govern- 
ment. 

Lend-lease is the practical demonstration 
of United Nations unity. It harnesses to the 
war effort that ancient truism that in unity 
there is strength. It applies to this war the 
reality of that ancient American wisdom that, 
if we do not hang together, we shall hang 
separately. If: we do not fight the Axis as a 
unit, we of the United Nations will, one by 
one, go down to ignominious defeat. Lend- 
lease is the guarantee against such disaster.

The report in the house of commons by 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, air minister of Great

million and a quarter tons annually, and driven 
at least a million Germans from their ruined 
homes.

Captain Eddie Rickenbacker is performing

That clause points to the most dangerous 
facet of the war situation, as it affects the 
United States, of them all. 

No one doubts the ability of our men on 
the fighting lines to win the victory provided 
only we at home back them up with the 
material supplies they must have. No one 
doubts the ability of our Army and Navy lead- 
ers to map the strategy which will completely 
crush the enemy, if they are not handicapped 
by interference from civilian officialdom—in- 
cluding congress—which is too apt to assume 
to itself authority it is not qualified to exercise. 

It is, frankly, on the home front that, to 
date, America is weakest. When, without ex- 
ception, the American people realize that, as 
individuals, they count for nothing compared 
to the winning of victory, then will this country 
be really in the war. And not until then. 

Not only must self-interest in respect to 
financial advantage, to social benefits, to so- 
called class “gains” of past years, be relegated 
to the limbo of things that matter nothing, 
but we must know, too, that life itself is a 
small thing to give for the cause. The men 
who face death on the battlefield know this. 
We at home must win to personal realization 
of that truth, also. 

We must, in short, emulate the national

WASHINGTON PARADE

A BLUNT SAILORMAN WASHINGTON, March 14.—There 


has been a disposition to deal too 
harshly with Admiral Standley because of his implied criticism of 
the Russian government for its failure to make a more enthusiastic 
acknowledgment of lease-lend supplies we have sent them. 

Some of the critics are still demanding that 
the admiral be recalled as our ambassador to 
Moscow. 

Whatever error Admiral Standley may have 

‘ made in dealing with the subject so bluntly 
might well be charged to the fact that he is 
an old sea salt, unaccustomed to the finer usages 
of diplomacy. A trained diplomat, no doubt, 
would have handled the matter with more 
finesse. 

With characteristic bluntness, the admiral 
merely said some things out loud that others 
might have been thinking quietly. _It is yet 
to be disproven that he was not acting in what 
he considered to be the best interests of Russia. 

He may well have been thinking of some of 
the easlier threats in congress against con- 
tinuance of the lease-lend program and was 
calling attention to a point which might be 
used as a basis of opposition. 

But whatever his purpose might have been, whether misguided 
or otherwise, the Russian government has responded in a way that 
leaves no further room for doubt. On the day following the Stand- 
ley utterance the Moscow radio went out of its way to broadcast 
a full recapitulation of American lease-lend aid. It was done in 
such a manner as to carry an implied order from Premier Stalin 
for the information to be reproduced by all Soviet newspapers. 


QUICKLY CORRECTED The Russian government thus took 


hasty steps to correct any impres- 
sion we may have gained from Admiral Standley’s remarks. They 
wanted us to know they were appreciative of what we have done. 
There was no disposition to hold back anything. 

Evidence can be found of both justification and lack of it in 
what the American sailor ambassador said. As regards the latter, 
State Department files show that Russian newspapers, including the 
official organ of the government, have made references any number 
of times to the important war materials the United States and 
Britain have been sending the Soviets. Whenever some official 
statement on the subject is raised here it is usually carried in full 
in Russia. 

On the other hand, the impression is rather distinct that the 
Russians have not made much ado about the scope of our aid. A 
quality of enthusiasm seemed to be lacking in their presentation of 
the facts to the people. They appeared to accept our aid as a 
matter of course. - 


BRITISH CONTRAST By way of contrast, Prime Minister 


Churchill once described our lease- 
lend program as.the most outstanding example of national unselfish- 
ness the world had ever seen. 

But if the Russians did not appear to be overenthusiastic there 
are reasons other than lack of gratitude which may be cited in 
explanation. 

The New York Times carried a recent dispatch from its Moscow 
correspondent, Ralph Parker, which developed this phase of the 
matter. In their present mood, the article went on to say, it would 
be too much to expect people who are exerting almost super- 
human efforts in the war—scarcely one family is not mourning the 
loss of a relative—to show any great enthusiasm for material 


supplies. 

TOO BUSY FIGHTING The Russians have been too Lusy 
fighting to make any enthusiastic 

display of gratitude. We should be grateful that they are fighting 

as they are, because the more Germans they kill the less there will 

be for us to bother about. 

But it is not altogether true, as Admiral Standley seemed to 
imply, that the Russian people are unaware of the source of ma- 
terials we are sending them. The same Times article went on to 
explain that Russian housewives, for the most part, realize that 
their flour, sugar, lard and canned meats are of American origin. 

“There can be no doubt,” the dispatch continued, “that the 
masses of the Soviet Union are fully aware of the extent of Ameri- 
can aid.”

JOHN BROWN’S BODY In 1929 the Pulitzer Prize commit- 

tee awarded the poetry prize to @ 

book by Stephen Vincent Benet. The title was “John Brown's Body.” 

In my opinion it is the finest book of its type ever written. Sate 
urday Steve Benet died at the age of 44. 

I think his book has more beauty, more 
emotional feeling, more word images than any 
book of poetry. It covers all the tragedy be- 
tween the states. It is all there, the generals, 
the soldiers, the conversation, the suffering, the 
heroes, the surge of battle, the cheats, the little 
people, the big people. There is the finest thing 
I have ever read about Lincoln. There is a 
poetic sweep about Robert E. Lee which is 
grand. 

The beginnings of the war are there. You 
see the war.and the politics through the eyes 
of a number of persons who go through the 
entire book. 7 

I have quoted often from that: book. I keep 
a copy at my bedside and one at my desk. 
I think I have sent at least two dozen copies 
to friends as gifts in the span of time since 
1929. I have read it so often I have lost count 

of the times. / 

Benet had an affection for Georgia. His grandfather went to 
the University of Georgia. Some years ago Benet appeared there 
at the presentation of a portrait of his grandfather. He wrote a 
special poem for the occasion. 

He wrote many fine short stories. Some of them, like “The Devil 
and Daniel Webster,” are classics. 

His first great success, “John Brown's Body,” remains not merely 
his best, but the best anyone has ever done in that field. 


“THIS WAS HIS GEORGIA” The drama of the book, the 


sweep of it, is like a strong un- 
dertow on one who has any emotion for the history of the South 
and the great conflict. It must not be confused with the lyric, 
gentle verses of some of the traditional poets. This is real stuff, 
even though the start be gentle. 

The young man from the south, Clay Wingate, lived in Georgia. 
Wingate Hall, the ancestral home, is introduced through the story 
of the mother: 

“It was she who established on Georgia soil 
Wingate honor and Wingate toil... 

They prophesied her a dozen ends, 

Seeking new ground, for a broken man 

Where only the deer and rabbit ran 

And the Indian arrow harried both, 

But she held her word and she kept her troth, 
Cleared the forest and tamed the wild 

And gave the breast to the new-born child 
While the painted death went whooping by 
—To die at last as she wished to die 

In the fief built out of her blood’and bone 
With her heart for the hall’s foundation stone.”

If we persist in trying to maintain our former easy life, and 
resent every restriction made necessary by war, and look upon 
the government as a hard and unjust taskmaster, we shall increase 
our own suffering and prolong the suffering of others. 

We can insure victory, and hasten its coming, only by learning 
to say in complete conviction: “My only concern is to win this war, 
and I am working at my regular job only to pay expenses. Trying 
to make money for the future is shameful folly, for there will be 
no future for us unless we win. I don’t want a dollar except to 
feed my family and pay taxes or buy bonds. Nothing on earth 
matters now except winning. Whether it takes two years or five, 
I'll forget everything else till the job is finished. I can endure 
anything rather than risk defeat and Slavery. Let the price be 
what it will, all I ask is to come out of this war a free man in a 
world free of war-makers.”

Unified Cab Operation 


Helps 


Taxi drivers on  breadlines 
sounds like something that hap- 
pened in the dark ages. But it 
was a common sight in Atlanta 
not so many years ago. Not out- 
of-work drivers, either. These 
were men who drove cabs for 12 
hours a day. They had jobs. But 
so did too many other drivers, 
and the revenue was spread so 
thin that none made a decent 
living. 

Contrast this picture with that 
of the present Yellow Cab man 
who works only nine hours, and 
draws down a good salary—and 
in most cases a healthy bonus 
from efficient operation of his 
taxi. Gone is the savage compe- 
tition that so often resulted in 
actual physical encounters  be- 
tween desperate drivers. Gone is 
the smashing of rival cabs in the 
fight for existence. Today your 
typical Yellow Cab operator is a 
man who is proud of his job, of 
his home, and of his affiliation 
with the organization which has 


brought about a change in the| 


fundamental conditions of special 
transportation in Atlanta. 

These are the.fruits of unified 
operation, just as those old, bad 
conditions were directly the re- 
sult of uncontrolled, “free-for-all” 
operation. Thinking Atlanta citi- 
zens realize this fact, and would 
quickly discourage any effort to 
go back to the “battle royal” days. 
Yet these is occasional grumbling 
about “monopoly.” 

This is natural enough. Ameri- 
cans do not like monopoly, but 
they also hate waste, duplication 
of effort and inefficiency. And 
for the most part the citizens of 
Atlanta recognize that special 
transportation, like communica- 
tions, demands full, complete co- 
ordination if it is to be handled 
without waste, without duplica- 
tion of effort, and with full, pre- 
cise efficiency that puts a taxi- 
cab at the front door of any pas- 
gsenger, under normal conditions, 
at the hour when he needs it. 
Such necessary co-ordination looks, | 
on its face, like monopoly—but 
it has come about in Atlanta as 
the result of a natural develop- 
ment, whereas monopoly is an ar- 
tificial condition, which would not 
be tolerated for long in any Amer- 
ican city. 

Nobody, least of all the offi- 
cials of the Yellow Cab Company, 
suffers under the delusion that 
taxicab service in Atlanta has ever 
reached the stage of perfection. 
And certainly not during these 
war days does anyone expect per- 
fection. But in spite of war con- 
ditions, in spite of more than 50 
cabs taken out of circulation by 
war shortages, in spite of restric- 
tions due to the war, Yellow Cab 
operation is today more efficient, 
smoother, more accurate in all its 
aspects than has ever been the 
case since the days when A. L.

“I just hope,” said the senator, 
“that we'll have a 75 per cent pro- 
duction this year.” 

Truitt told the senator of a four- 
horse farmer in north Fulton coun- 
ty who has given up crop produc- 
tion and has signed up for a $12-a- 
day job at the bomber plant. 

“The bomber plant will hamper 
agriculture in north Fulton,” said 
Truitt, “just as the Conley depot 
called a lot of the farmers into 

yprofitable jobs in south Fulton.” 


Need of Food. 


Senator Russell spoke of the des- 
perate need of food among the 
allies of the United States, particu- 
larly Russia. 

“Russia needs fats and oils,” 
said the senator. “Russia needs 
them badly and Tv hope we can 
help her. The shortage of food in 
Russia is more serious than Mos- 
cow or Washington would like to 


admit—but the shortage is there. | 


“I believe while the United 
States government is passing out 
‘E’ certificates and trying to in- 
crease factory production, some re- 
ward ought to be devised for the 
farmer who achieves his produc- 
tion goal. 

“The farmer might be able to 
show something if he could be en- 
couraged. Everywhere he turns 
he finds obstacles in his path. His 
labor is drafted out from under 
him and some of the draft boards 
don’t seem to realize that if a 
farmer loses his tractor operator 
to the Army, the whole farm may 
be shut down. Every farmer can’t 
operate a tractor. 

Ideas of Farmer. 

“Il don’t believe in ideas that 
farmers in 
ought to be sent back to the farm. 
1 believe such a move might dis- 
rupt the whole Army organization. 
But I do believe a halt ought to 
be called right now on drafting 
men whose value as farm workers 
can be proved.”

Against Nutritive Value

As the homemaker, you not only, 
have to know your points in the| 


new food rationing system but, 
much more important, how to jug- | 
gle them to safeguard your fam- | 
ily’s health through good nutri-| 
tion. It is no easy job. | 

You will have to think twice’ 
before handing over your points 
to the grocer. A can of pine-| 
apple juice and a can of tomato. 
juice count the same in points. | 
But you have to consider nutri- 
tion as well as the menu. The 
pineapple juice does not furnish 
as much vitamin C as the tomato 
juice. An even better buy is a 
can of tomatoes which costs a 
couple of points more but fur- 


nishes one-third more vitamin C 
than tomato juice. But the best 
buy of all is grapefruit juice for | 
only eight points compared to the | 
13 for tomatoes, and almost twice 
as high in vitamin C. 

Whenever fresh citrus fruits, or- 
anges and grapefruit are scarce, 
you will have to allocate a good | 
share of your points to fruit juices. 
Otherwise, the menus might be 
inadequate in this highly essen-| 
tial vitamin.

Just ahead—for Atlanta—a problem of great moment 
comes up for decision tonight when mayor and city council 
meet. 

Is Atlanta to remain in the postage stamp class, 

in so far as its children are concerned? Is Atlanta to 

be known henceforth as a town able to invest 60 

millions in war bonds to float a ship that can be 

sunk—and unwilling to spend as little as $25, 000 on 
organized recreation for its children? 

WPA has been financing Atlanta’s slioiinialhdtied 
program, spending anywhere from $50,000 to $60,000 

a year on recreation. Atlanta has been spending 

three cents, or the price of a postage stamp, per cap- 

ita. WPA money no longer is available. 

City council votes on the playground program again 
tonight. It was turned down on a technicality a week ago. 

Atlanta, as a city, is not to:be indicted if council refuses 
to appropriate a minimum of funds to keep children off 
the streets., It’s to be strictly on the conscience of members 
of council. They'd be living with a ghost from now on. 
They would have earned the scorn of parents everywhere. 

But it’s to be more than just a matter of criticism 

if council decides playgrounds aren’t necessary. The 

matter never will be allowed to rest until justice is 

done. : 
There is too much at stake. The Army and the 

Navy are spending millions on health programs for 

young men and women. And the city of Atlanta has 

been urged to do its part for growing children. 

Can Atlanta afford to refuse? 

Can Atlanta afford to be the only metropolitan city in 
the United States neglecting its children? 

Many an Atlantan, proud of 


Shameful Debate his city, is ashamed that so 


obvious a need must argued in public. The mayor has 
warned of the drain on the treasury in wartime. There 
was a recent statement about already “scraping from the 
bottom of the barrel.” 

If it will break Atlanta to provide ineeinined play- 
ground programs for its childrén, the city will be 
just as well off broke. 

As a matter of fact, even with WPA pitching in, 
Atlanta hasn’t had such good playground programs 
for a dozen years. It has been better than nothing. 
But it has not been anything to brag about. 

Council is not being asked to match funds put up by the 
WPA. Council simply is being asked to appropriate a 
minimum of $25,000. 

This probably wouldn’t be enough to take care of 
all the city’s playgrounds, but it would be a big help. 

It means the difference between a skeleton program 

and none at all. 

Joe Allen has stressed the need for bigger and 
better playground programs in council. I suppose 
he has stressed the fact that so many more mothers 
and fathers are engaged in war industry and in 
actual war.

Today is the last day to buy sugar with stamp Number 11 from 
War Ration Book One—starting tomorrow, stamp Number 12 must 
be used. The Number 12 stamp is good for five pounds of sugar 

for ten weeks, whereas Number 11 was good for three pounds for 
six weeks, but rationing offi- 
cials warned against using an 
extra spoonful this period be- 
cause of the two-pound differ- 
ence—a little figuring shows 
the allotment is still one-half 
pound per week per person. 
Stamp Number 12 expires at 
midnight, May 31. 

There will be a little more 
coffee to mix with your sugar 
after March 21, however. Food 
Administrator Wickard § an- 
nounced last week that coupon 
Number 26 will be good for a 
pound during a five-week pe- 
$< ———————— riod (March 22-April 25) in- 
stead of a pound for six "weeks as is the present ration. 

Revived along with the coffee announcement was the old ques- 
tion of “Can my child, who is 14 now, get coffee?” Only if his 
age is listed on War Ration Book One as 14. 


OPA Declares ‘Holiday’ 


For Retail Merchants. 


The OPA has declared a holiday—a “point” holiday for retail 
food merchants during the first two weeks of the new meat-oils- 
fats rationing. Throughout this period, March 29 through April 
10, retail stores will collect stamps from the customers, but will 
not give up points to their wholesale suppliers for the newly ra- 
tioned foods. Instead, during this period they may buy as much 
as they require of any of the “‘red stamp” foods in order that they 
may build up their inventories and a “working capital” of points. 

It was pointed out, however, that this “holiday” does not apply 
to restaurants, hotels and other such institutions. 

Another bit of good news for retail meat salesmen: Because the 
preparation of meats by retail butchers involves trimming, waste, 
and shrinkage, a separate table of “trade” point value will be used 
in their purchases from the wholesaler. This “trade” point value 
will range up to 20 per cent lower than consumer point values, 
depending on the type of meat and the amount of waste and shrink- 
age. Certain meats, like packaged bacon, that have not waste, will 
have the same point value on both “trade” and consumer point 
tables. however. Consumers are free to buy wholesale cuts at the 
“trade” point values if they so desire. \

New Rationing Program 


On Food by Farmers. 


Though the new rationing plan places no restrictions on any 
of the rationed foods raised by farmers for their own tables, and 
farmers and their families are given a full quota of points, the 
government is requesting that farm families retain red stamps 
from their family books equal to the point value of any of the 
rationed foods not produced at home. This means the sharing by 
farmers of available supplies on a voluntary basis with city 
G@wellers, who must buy all of their meats, cheese, butter, etc., 
from stores. 

When a farmer sells any of his home-processed meat or butter 

other rationed food; however, he automatically becomes a dis- 
tributor, and must collect ration stamps when making a sale and 
surrender the, collected points to the OPA! 


Information Is Sought 
On Unrationed Shoes. 


“I saw the pictures of play shoes in The Constitution that you 
can get without a coupon recently,” writes Mrs. Charles Stanton, 
of Douglas, Ga. “Would you please explain about them.” 

In general, the play shoes excluded from shoe rationing by 
OPA order on February 25 are those of the following types already 
in the hands of dealers or manufactured before April 15: Ski boots, 
skate boots, rubber-soled shoes with fabric uppers (tennis shoes), 
locker sandals, bathing shoes, fabric shoes, or types of leather shoes 
made of leather not on the “critical list.” These “uncritical leath- 
ers,” generally speaking, are sheepskin, cape, kip skin and imitation 
leathers. Mexican huaraches are also included in the unrationed 


play shoes. 


Marvin A. Blach Clarifies 


Shoe Situation at Meeting. 

Marvin A. Blach, OPA wearing apparel expert, clarified the 
shoe situation at a meeting of shoe retailers last week. The mat- 
ter of returning shoes was declared by dealers to be one of their 
biggest problems. Blach explained that persons who purchase a 
pair of shoes for which they surrender a ration coupon and later 
return the shoes to the retailer without having worn them, may 
receive another pair—in exchange—without having to give up an 
additional ration coupon. However, if the shoes have been worn, 
another stamp must be given for them, even if the shoes are de- 
fective. He explained that while this ruling seemed on the sur-. 
face a bit unfair to the purchaser, if he is really in need of shoes 
he can get relief from the local rationing board. Such a customer 
may apply to the board for a purchasing certificate to use instead 
of a number 17 stamp.
